IMMEDIATELY  prior  to  his 
election  to  the  Senate,  Mr.  Moss 
was  Salt  Lake  County  Attorney. 

Senator  Moss’s  assignments 
in  the  Senate  are  to  the  Inter- 
ior and  Insular  Affairs  Com- 
mittee, the  Public  Works  Com- 
mittee, the  Senate  Small  Busi- 
ness Committee  and  the  Select 
Committee  on  National  Water 
Resources.

Wright’s  kicks  kept  Wyoming 
from  bottling  up  the  Cougars 
deep  in  their  own  territory  dur- 
ing this  period.

TWO  MINUTES  later  on  a 
fourth-down  punting  situation, 
Wyoming’s  hard-charging  line 
broke  through  to  block  Wright’s 
kick,  the  ball  bounding  out  of 
the  end  zone  for  a two-point 
safety,  to  run  the  tally  to  29-8 
for  Wyoming. 

The  Cowboys  finished  their 
scoring  with  three  minutes  left, 
when  Mike  Schutte  capped  a 47- 
yard  drive  by  skittering  through 
would-be  tacklers  on  a 15-yard 
end  sweep  for  the  major  score. 
The  successful  conversion  added 
Wyoming’s  36th  point  onto  the 
scoreboard.

Music  lovers  will  find  pleas- 
ant relaxation,  entertainment, 
and  cultural  education  every 
Monday  evening  from  6:30  to  9 
p.m.  in  the  East  Lounge  of  the 
Social  Hall  a la  “collegium  mus- 
icum,”  said  BYU  assistant  pro- 
fessor in  musicology  Clawson 
Cannon. 

He  explained  that  the  “colleg- 
ium musicum”  is  “an  organiza- 
tion that  performs  music  cov- 
ering a great  field  of  repretoire 
rather  than  concentrating  on  a 
few  specialized  areas. 

“THE  PURPOSE  of  the  or- 
ganization is  to  perform  music 
in  order  to  learn  it,  said  Prof. 
Cannon. 

“Collegium  musicum  is  being 
presented  as  a formal  class  in 
the  music  curriculum.  As  a pub- 
lic presentation  it  offers  an  op- 
portunity for  music  students 
and  listeners  to  become  acquain- 
ted with  a vast  repertoire  of 
music,”  continued  Prof.  Cannon. 

“Chants  that  had  their  origin 
in  the  4th  and  5th  centuries  as 
well  as  music  from  the  Middle 
Ages  and  up  to  the  modern  20th 
century  period  make  up  the  var- 
ious programs. 

EVEN  THE  uninformed  lis- 
tener will  not  be  lost  because  a 
brief  description  of  the  unusual 
stylistic  features  and  historical 
background  precedes  the  per- 
formance of  each  piece  of  music. 

Participants  and  listeners  can 
understand  the  actual  structure 
of  the  music  and  its  relation- 
ship in  the  whole  history  of 
music,  according  to  Prof.  Can- 
non. 

European  schools  have  tradi- 
tionally studied  music  by  actual 
performance  rather  than  by  lis- 
tening to  recordings  or  just 
reading  the  musical  score.  In 
America  the  idea  is  a rather  re- 
cent innovation,  Prof.  Cannon 
added. 

“We  will  attempt  to  provide 
listeners  a chance  to  follow  the 
musical  score,”  he  said. 


Telephone  call

The  case  has  been 
turned  over  to  the  juvenile 
authorities. 

“Solving  the  case  was  pos- 
sible only  because  someone  was
